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EDITORIAL CHAT 


.MORE AND MORE A PEOPLE’S WAR 

Distinct and world wide transition in the populai' atti¬ 
tude toward the war is unmistakeable. In its earlier stages 
the war was widely regarded as engineered by the forces of 
autocracy and big business on all sides. The forces of de- 
moci'acy were reluctant to get back of it. Now it i.s the 
foi'ces of democracy which insist it shall lie forced to a logic¬ 
al and decisive conclusion. Where there i.s wavering it is 
among the people whose sympathies or financial interests 
iiiii in the other direction. The following editorial from 
Tin' Public is to the point: 

From the jire.sent, it is a democratic war, a united de- 
i'eiKse ul’ free i>eoples. Nearly every disaster to the aided 
arms can be traced to teudal and particiilarist ambitions. 
But tile purging is now complete. It is Lord Lansdowne 
wiu) wishes to retire; it is A. G. Gardner, the democrat, who 
.-^ays: “I imnger for peace as much as any man, but 1 hope 
i may not live to see a peace sucii as that which the Kaiser 
may .seek and our warmongers may leap at, a peace which 
would deliver Russia to I’otsdamliiid turn tlie world into two 
inigiity instruments of war, watching each other, tricking 
each otiier, ixiisoning each other’s wells with their infamous 
newspapers and their secret diplomacy, and plunging at last 
to the inevitable war. Rather than that let us perish now.” 
, And this spirit, animating the great masses of the allied 
I world, conies into flame not a moment too -soon. Not since 
^ tile Gerniaii rush tiiroiigh Fiance in 1911 lias the outlook 
been so gloomy. An armistice witli Russia even for a 
month means that Germany will throw every ounce of her 
weight utxin the W estern front in a desiierate effort to win 
before America can give etfective help. In ail probability, in 
the next few weeks, our Allies will fall by the huiidied 
thou.saiui. Surely the time has come for Americans to dis¬ 
card the complacent pride in what they feel to be a great 
aciiieveiiieiit in pre])aration fur war, which in reality is only 
a fraction of what migiit have been done, and settle with 
grim deteriiiinatioii to the issue ol saving from destruction 
all that makes life worth wiiilu. When the tuture of the 
world is in the balance, must we allow shipbuilders to defeat 
us, or steel manufacturers to delay us because they are not 
sipieezing all tliey desire out of our desperate iiecesity
